period January, 1968 - Jamary, 1969, Mrs. FRANK SMITH, JR. 
(JEAN) was listed as being employed at Howard University 
in the Bio-Chemistry Department . Her husband, FRANK SMITH, 
JR., was listed as an Associate Fellow at the Institute of 
Policy Studies (IPS). JEAN /SMITH had a sister, Mrs. MARY 
SILICA, residing at 18843"% "Klinger, Detroit, Michigan. The 
SMITHS came to WDC from Greenville,} Mississippi.

that FRANK SMITH, telephone mmber 232-7924, was a member of 
the staff at the IPS. 


on 10/30/70, identified PRANK SMITH as 
being a teacher at the Center for Black Education (CBE) and 
also active at the IPS. 


The IPS has been publicly described as a 
non-profit, non-taxable institute which 
studies the U.S. foreign and domestic 
policies and offers alternate programs 
to present policies. Its education 
curriculum centers on policies which 
are critical of the present U.S, system 
including criticism of education, 

" federal, state and local governing struc- 
tures. 


The CBE was formally opened at 1435-37 
Fairmont Street, N.W., WDC, on 10/1/69, 
by JAMES PAUL GARRETT who has been 
identified as a former member of the 
Black Panther Party (BPP). A source 
has advised that GARRETT was using 

the CBE as a base to start "revolu- 
tionary organization". A second 
source has furnished a CBE published 
document which states in part that 

CBE objectives are to "train tech- 
nicians who will work to liberate 

‘the African people and develop the 
African world". The CBE is further 
described as "an educational insti- 
tution independent of andopposed to 
the objectives of the American nation 
and dedicated to the sustenance and 
stability of the African continent 

and its people". —

The BPP is a black extremist organiza- 
tion started in Oakland, California, 
in December, 1966. It advocates the 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics to 
bring about the overthrow of the U.S.
